ADOREE  (Decorative) — “What  an  adorable  dahlia”  was 
the  remark  most  frequently  made  at  sight  of  this  flower 
by  visitors  to  our  gardens,  and  it  suggested  the  name.

INGOMAR  (Decorative)  — Very  large  and  attractive 
flower  of  maize  yellow  suffused  apricot  on  outer  rows 
of  florets  and  a line  of  the  darker  shade  outlines  same. 
Florets  are  rather  broad  and  flat,  but  so  placed  in  re- 
gard to  each  other  that  they  form  a flower  without  any 
stiffness.

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ALANNAH  (Hybrid  Decorative)- — The  size,  color  and 
form  of  this  dainty  flower  are  unusually  attractive, 
while  the  stem  is  slender  and  erect.  Color  is  deep  rose 
pink  shading  into  picric  yellow  at  base  of  petals  with 
a satin  sheen  over  all,  and  the  curly  petals  reflex, 
giving  depth  to  the  bloom.

AMY  ROBSART  (Decorative) — A.  D.  S.  Certificate  of 
Merit.  A large  flower  of  a pleasing  deep  coral  shade 
with  apricot  reverse,  the  petals  curling  in  such  a man- 
ner as  to  show  the  reverse  as  well  as  the  face,  and 
reflexing  toward  stem  give  depth  asi  well  as  breadth. 
Strong  stems,  a free  bloomer  and  good  keeper $1.50 

BECKY  SHARP  (Hybrid  Cactus)  — A beautiful  flower  of 
currant  red  with  a decided  yellow  disc  at  base  of  petals, 
which  are  rolled  to  the  tips  and  slightly  incurved.  A 
flower  which  is  distinctly  different $1.50 

CARIBEE  (Hybrid  Cactus) — A.  D.  S.  Certificate  of  Merit. 
This  is  a hard  flower  to  describe  owing  to  the  peculiar 
blending  of  shades,  the  ground-work  being  a rich  Tyrian 
rose  with  lines  of  cream  through  each  petal,  and  light- 
ening to  cream  at  the  tips,  with  cream  reverse.  The 
florets  are  rolled  and  twisted  in  an  odd  manner  that 
enhances  the  beauty  of  the  flower.  A very  free  bloomer 
with  strong,  upright  stems $1.00 

CORDOVA  (Hybrid  Cactus)  — A seedling  of  Bodeka,  which 
it  resembles  in  shape,  size  and  habit.  Color  is  pale 
lavender  with  picotee  edge  of  heliotrope  around  each 
petal.  Long,  strong  stems,  but  more  horizontal  than 
upright.  Good  keeper  and  free  bloomer 75c 

FANTASTIQUE  (Orchid  Paeony) — This  introduces  a new 
type  of  dahlia  of  an  odd  and  fantastic  shape.  The 
flower  is  semi-double  with  irregular  cup  shape  florets, 
curled  and  twisted  in  a manner  that  gives  the  appear- 
ance of  a variety  of  Orchid.

GEORGE  H.  MASTICK  (Paeony)  — Sept,  14th,  1924, 
Award  of  Merit  “ Nederlandsche  Maatschappiji  voor 
Tuinbouwen  Plantenkunde  ” at  Amsterdam,  Holland. 
This  is  the  National  Horticultural  Society  of  Holland, 
government  controlled.  It  having  already  received  the 
A.  I).  S.  Certificate.  It  is  a large  flower  of  many  rows 
of  wavy  petals  on  strong  stems.  Color  is  dark  maroon, 
with  currant  tips  to  outer  rows  of  petals.  As  the 
flower  opens  it  shows  a yellow  disc  around  center,  and 
changes  color  to  a deep  crimson.  Very  free  bloomer, 
and  beautiful  at  all  stages $1.00 

GLORIEUX  (Decorative) — A.  D.  S.  Certificate  of  Merit. 
This  is  a dahlia  of  great  beauty  on  long,  strong  stems. 
Color  is  deep  golden  yellow  deepening  to  gamboge 
bronze  in  the  center,  each  petal  usually  tipped  white. 
Flower  is  very  full  and  deep  and  is  a free  bloomer.  The 
foliage  is  as  wonderful  as  the  flower,  being  an  olive 
green  and  very  dense,  forming  a very  graceful  bush, 
quite  attractive  in  the  garden $1.50 

GRACE  BURNETT  (Hybrid  Cactus) — Of  true  type  and 
excellent  stem,  this  beautiful  large  dahlia  of  deep  vel- 
vety maroon  is  sure  to  be  a great  favorite  when  known. 
Petals  are  always'  rolled  to  the  tips  and  slightly  in- 
curved. Good  dark  dahlias  are  scarce  and  we  think 
this  one  will  be  an  acquisition  to  their  ranks $3.50 

HEART  O’GOLD  (Paeony) — Without  doubt  one  of  the 
largest  paeony  dahlias  grown.  The  immense  blooms  are 
held  aloft  on  strong  24-inch  stems,  and  the  color  is  pure 
old  gold  with  a tinge  of  bronze  on  reverse  of  the  long 
broad  petals.

S.  Certificate 
of  Merit.  A large  and  graceful  flower  of  great 
depth  and  attractive  formation  without  a hint  of  stiff- 
ness, and  held  perfectly  erect  on  strong  stems.  Color 
is  deep  rich  pansy  purple  faintly  lined  white,  and  the 
flowering  habit  is  excellent.  It  received  first  prize  for 
best  vase  Dahlia  at  the  Colorado  Dahlia  Society’s  Show,

LADY  ALLA  (Paeony)  — Color  is  a bright  scarlet.  Long, 
strong  stems,  carrying  flower  well  above  foliage.  Large 
flower  and  a good  keeper.

LAIRD  THE  (Paeony) — Red  Dahlias  are  so  plentiful  that 
when  one  is  described  as  red  it  only  receives  passing 
notice.

ers are  large  and  full,  and  carried  on  long,  strong, 
upright  stems.  Color  is  Spectrum  red,  an  unusual  color, 
and  beautiful  in  a flower;  base  of  petals  is  lemon  yellow. 
The  foliage  is  as  attractive  as  the  blossom,  and  it  ap- 
pears to  be  one  of  the  few  Dahlias  that  is  not  affected 
bv  insect  pests.

Flower  is  of  great  substance,  both  large  and  deep.

SISTER  THERESA  (Decorative) — Received  the  American 
Dahlia  Society’s  Certificate  of  Merit.  Color  sulphur 
white,  shading  to  greenish  in  center  with  slightly  green- 
ish tips.  Large  flower  with  good  stem.  Dwarf  grower. 
Very  free  blooming 75c 


ST.  ELIAS  (Cactus) — This  is  the  pure  white  cactus  all 
Dahlia  lovers  are  looking  for.  It  is  large,  with  florets 
of  good  substance,  slightly  claw-shaped  and  incurved. 
Has  a grand  habit,  fine  stem,  is  a profuse  bloomer  and 
a good  keeper.  In  fact,  it  is  without  doubt  the  best

VANITY  FAIR  (Hybrid  Decorative)  — Very  attractive 
with  its  curly  twisted  petals  of  scarlet  red  tipped  and 
bordered  white  with  base  lemon  yellow.

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Cultural  Guide 

Dahlias  are  easily  grown,  requiring  no  special  soil,  treatment  or  skill  to 
bring  them  to  perfection. 

They  are  really  an  Autumn  flower  and  should  not  be  planted  too  early. 

They  are  remarkably  free  from  disease  and  have  few  special  enemies. 

Plant  in  sunny  situation,  although  they  will  do  nicely  in  partial  shade. 

Prepare  the  soil  by  deep  spading;  if  soil  is  sandy  a shovel  full  of  well 
rotted  manure  may  be  incorporated  with  it;  if  otherwise  use  little,  if  any, 
fertilizer  before  plants  begin  to  bud.  Add  sand  or  coal  ashes  to  heavy  soil. 

Drive  a stake  in  each  hole  to  support  the  plant.  Lay  tuber  down  flat 
with  eye  upward  and  next  to  stake,  about  six  inches  deep,  and  cover  two 
inches  -with  pulverized  soil,  gradually  filling  to  level  as  plant  progresses. 

As  soon  as  plants  are  large  enough,  pinch  out  the  top  just  above  the 
second  or  third  set  of  leaves;  this  causes  the  plant  to  branch. 

Cultivate  well  until  buds  appear,  then  stop  all  cultivation  except  light 
raking  after  rain  or  watering,  just  enough  to  break  the  crust  of  ground;  only 
be  sure  and  do  this. 

When  buds  appear  spread  manure  or  some  fertilizer  around  plant  and 
rake  lightly  into  the  soil. 

Sometimes  a perfectly  good  tuber  with  a good  eye  will  refuse  to  sprout; 
in  such  cases,  dig  up  the  tuber  and  soak  for  24  hours  in  fresh  water;  this 
usually  will  cause  it  to  sprout  in  a reasonable  time  after  replanting. 

Unless  weather  is  very  dry  and  hot,  do  not  begin  watering  until  buds 
appear,  then  soak  the  ground  thoroughly  (not  sprinkle)  about  once  a week 
or  ten  days.  Cut  off  all  faded  flowers  with  as  much  of  the  stalk  as  you  can. 

For  extra  large  blooms  disbud  by  pinching  off  all  the  buds  in  a cluster 
except  the  strongest  one. 

If  bothered  by  cut  worms  or  slugs,  cut  a piece  of  tarred  paper  3 inches 
wide  by  10  or  12  inches  long,  form  collar  and  place  around  plant,  one  inch 
below  and  two  inches  above  ground. 

For  cut  flowers  pick  in  the  evening  or  early  morning  if  possible;  bum 
the  ends  of  stems  in  any  flame,  or  dip  in  boiling  water  for  10  seconds;  after 
either  treatment  place  in  cold  water  and  put  in  cool  place  free  from  draft 
until  wanted. 

When  frozen  down  in  Autumn,  cut  stalks  off  at  the  ground  and  dig 
carefully  soi  as  not  to  break  neck  of  tuber,  for  the  eyes  for  next  season’s 
growth  are  only  found  where  the  tuber  joins  the  stalk.  Store  same  as 
potatoes  where  they  will  not  freeze,  shrivel  or  rot.  Turn  the  clump  upside 
down  to  drain  out  any  moisture  that  may  start  decay.
